At the disso­ 
l u t e of the monasteries Sir Anthony 
Browne obtained a grant of Battle Ab­ 
bey and the priory of Eastbourne, the 
parish iu which the ruins of Cowdray 
are situated, and according to a pic­ 
turesque tradition one of the monks 
cursed him to his face and prophesied 
that “by tire aud water” his race 
should perish out of the land. 
What 
foundation there may be for the story 
no man can say, but unquestionably 
the Brownes did so perish. 
George Samuel Browne, eighth Vis­ 
count Montague and owner of Cow­ 
dray, who was engaged to Miss Coutts, 
sister to Lady Burdett-Coutts’ mother, 
was drowned in the falls of Laufen- 
burg in 1793. 
The messenger who 
brought the news to England met one 
going to Germany to Inform Lord Mon­ 
tague that Cowdray had been burned! 
He was succeeded bv a distant rela­ 


tive, a Roman priest, who was dis­ 
pensed from his vows that he might 
marry and continue the line, but bs 
died a few mouths afterward and tbs 
title became extinct. The estates went 
to the drowned viscount’s sister, whose 
two sons w«*re drowned together at 
Boguor Iu I h i.”.,

The information received 
by Chief Morley was from the Pennsyl­ 
vania agent in this city and was to the 
effect merely that there was a sick 
soldier on the train, so that, although 
he was identified as soon as he got in, 
those in charge were at

loss to 
know where his family lived. 
John Houlton, a son, was communi­ 
cated with from city hall, where the 
body was brought, and soon 
after­ 
ward was given in charge of the un­ 
dertaker. The remains were taken to 
the home of his wife in Dixonville. 
and the funeral will be held Friday 
afternoon, interment being 
held 
in 
Riverview cemetery, with Rev. G. W. 
Orcutt officiating. 
Deceased was a resident of East 
Liverpool for many years, having came 
here shortly after returning from the 
Toited States navy, in which he serv­ 
ed 
during 
the rebellion. 
He also 
served in the German navy. Deceased 
leaves a wife, four sons, Louis. John,, 
Levi, Charles and two daughters, Ger­ 
trude and Ella, to mourn his death.

Rev. W. H. £niff, of C ltvelan d, Preached a S tr o n g 


S e r m o n on “ fealties For th e C hurch M ilitan t ” 


The following extract from a aer- 1 pessimist 
I rejoice in the purity of 
mon on “Battles for the Church Mili­ 
tant,” by Rev. VV. Ii. Sniff, of 
the 
Franklin Circle Disciple 
church 
of 
Cleveland was printed in the Cleve­ 
land Beader and is well worth read­ 
ing: 
“The signs of the* times point to a 
suppression of the 
legalized 
liquor 
traffic. The war cloud in that direction 
becomes every day more threatening. 
Judgment has begun at the house of 
God. 
The preacher or priest who is 
not himself a total abstainer from in­ 
toxicating drink and an unrelenting 
enemy of the gigantic evil is unworthy 
his position of leadership and traitor 
to Jesus Christ. He may boast of be­ 
ing In the succession, but he is a der­ 
elict or a coward. Because the church 
ought to be the friend of all good, 
and because the saloon is the ally of 
all evil, the two cannot remain in 
peace unless the church denies 
her 
Lord and covers her name with shame. 
The church militant is In the world 
to fight, not to feast, to 
cry 
out 
against wrong, not to cringe before 
it. 
“There were never before so many 
encouragements for the cause of right­ 
eousness In this direction as now. Pub­ 
lic sentiment is against the liquor traf­ 
fic as never before. Regardless of past 
views and present 
party 
affiliations 
men are declaring themselves in favor 
of the suppression of this sum of all 
villainies. 
Never before in the his­ 
tory of this agitation has a prominent 
and powerful newspaper spoken out 
in editorial language so fearlessly and 
worthily as the Leader has 
recently 
done, and a moral obligation 
rests 
upon all true Christian people to give 
such an effort 
unqualified 
support. 
This worthy work on the part of the 
Leader is prophetic of a time when 
pulpit, platform and press shall unite 
In battle against the greatest foe of 
civilization. 
Philanthropist 
and pa- 
trolt must declare war against the 
destroyer of manhood’s strength and 
the despoiler of womanhood’s happi­ 
ness and virtue.

is 
conni­ 
vance or cowardice. 
Indifference is 
culpable, lf not criminal.

Without malice toward per­ 
sons. without fear or compromise to­ 
ward evil, let all good people engage 
in this irrepressible conflict until civ­ 
ilization shall he free from this mon­ 
strous iniquity. 
“Closely related to the drink habit 
Is another evil which must be dealt 
with in this country. There lins been 
much preparation for the reform, but 
the agitation has been limited and 
spasmodic. We have scarcely chosen 
a point of attack. 
The evil lurks in 
dark places, or disguises itself in fine 
clothes aud manners. 
It 
is 
wide 
spread und treacherous. 
It concerns 
Individual character and the sanctity 
of the JoyR and blessings of the homo. 
It is the ’social evil’ in the broadest 
application of that term. 
The 
evil 
Is difficult to define, the remedy Is 
clear. Equal standards of moral char- 


womanhood, and have faith in human 
nature and the 
triumph of 
virtue. 


I But the disposition to insist upon one 
1 standard of behavior for the woman,, 
while allowing a much lower standard 
for man, is to be denounced as 
un­ 
scriptural, selfish and heathenish. Only 
a depraved notion of virtue will ex­ 
cuse habits and conduct in men which 
would consign a woman to infamy. 
Tile world does not count it so great 
a c rime for a man to rob a woman of 
her honor as for him to steal a gar­ 
ment of silk. 
For one act of shame 
a woman is ostracized, if not aban­ 
doned, while the man who was her 
companion in guilt continues to move 
in fashionable society, spared even a 
breath of suspicion.

ceitful words of flattery, and are lion­ 
ized by their associates and are re 
ceived into the best of homes without 
restriction.

I ap­ 
peal to all who thank God for pure 
mothers and wives and sisters to lift 
the standard of manhood. 
Let us un­ 
sparingly condemn these false Ideas of 
manly virtue which make It easy for 
our boys to go wrong.”
